WOMAN WHO MADE SUICIDE 
PACT WITH HER MOTHER DIES 


Unemployed and On Relief, Both 
Are Found Unconscious in Home 
With Gas Jets Open. 

Miss Mildred Rosenblatt, 24 years 


old, who had made a suicide pact 
with her mother, Mrs. Mollie Rosen- 
blatt, because both were unem- 
ployed and on relief, died today at 
City Hospital of gas poisoning. 

The two women were found yes- 
terday in their two-room apartment 
at 5312 Maple avenue lying on the 
kitchen floor unconscious, All of 
the burners on the gas stove had 
been turned on but not lit. Mrs. 
Rosenblatt, who is 50 years old and 
a widow, is in a critical condition 
at the hospital Her daughter 
never regained consciousness.

KENNEDY’S PLAN 
REPORTED APPROVED 


Part of U. S. Said to Be 
Largely Financial Sev- 
eral Other Countries to 
Be Consulted. | 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—A high au- 
thority said today the Government 
had agreed to try a plan offered 
by United States Ambassador Jos- 
eph P. Kennedy for removing 
thousands of Jews from Nazi Ger- 
many. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain told 
the House of Commons that the 
matter of finding new homes for 
such refugees was being treated 
as one of urgency. 

He said the problem had been 


taken up with Governors of several 
3ritish colonies, including the Gov. 
ernor of Tanganyike—former Ger- 
man East Africa—now a British 
mandate. 

He added that he hoped to make 
a statement on the whole ques- 
tion early next week. ä 

The Prime Minister then agreed 
to a debate in the House of Com- 
mons next Monday on the treat- 
ment of racial minorities in Europe 
and the refugee problem. 

He also announced a debate next 
Thursday on Palestine, the future 
of which the Government plans to 
consider in an early conference 
with Jew and Arab leaders. 

Ambassador Kennedy is known 
to have laid his proposals before 
Chamberlain in a long conference 
Tuesday. The Government consid- 
ered them yesterday. 

The plan has been described av- 
thoritatively as an effort to re- 
move most of the 600,000 Jews now 
in Germany to North and South 


- America and parts of the British, 


French and Netherlands empires. 
Working for Final Solution. 
Tt is emphasized in well-in- 
formed quarters that Britain is 
working with the United States to 


obtain. “a fina) solution” of the 


problem of the German Jews. 
Details of the proposals, which 

are to be presented also to France, 

the Netherlands, Latin American 


republics and other States, are to, 


be worked out at forthceming meet- 
ings of the inter-governmental 
committee on refugees, formed last 
July at Evian-les-Bains, It is es- 
timated that it will cost about $600 
a family to move Jews from Ger- 
many to new homes in other lands. 

Tue United States’ part in the 
plan was understood to be mainly 
financial. 

Kennedy talked three times this 
morning with Malcolm MacDonald, 
Secrétary for Colonies and for 
Dominions, who was one of the first 
members of the Government with 
Whom he discussed his proposals. 
He also put them before Anthony 
Eden, former Foreign Secretary, at 
Tuncheon yesterday. Tonight he is 
dining with leaders of the Labor 
party in the House of Commons. 
Juana and Other Colonies. 

It is understood that Britain will 
try td move Jewish refugees con- 
sidered in immediate danger to 
British Guiana and other. colonies 
as soon as possible. Some of the 
dominions are understood to have 
éffered to accept some refugees. 
It ts said, however, that Cham- 
berlain visualizes taking care of 
only a few thousand refugees while 
Kennedy contends it is necessary 
to think in terms of tens of 
thousands and to act swiftly. 

Ambassador Kennedy, it is 
learned, plans to return to the Unit- 
ed States after Jan. 1, on vacation. 

The British Government is under- 
stood to be prepared to give other 
countries a lead in finding homes 
for German Jews, but Chamberlain 
is expected to make it clear that 
Britain cannot act alone. The first 
necessity is said to be to try to ob- 
tain Germany's co-operation for re- 
moving the Jews, some of whom 
have no passports.

Berlin Jews’ Suggestion. 


The Berlin group which proposed 
the emigration plan said there now 
are 500,000 Jews in Germany, not 
including Austria and Sudetenland. 
They suggested: 

Of these, 50,000 could be accepted 
by Palestine. 

Another 100,000, over 60 years of 
age, would remain in Germany. 
Wealthy relatives in foreign 
countries could take and support 
25,000. 

If the United States would open 
its immigration quota for 1939, 1940 
and 1941, 81,000 could leave Ger- 
many. The annual American quota 
for German immigration is 27,000. 
The 244,000 remaining would de 
taken countries with colonies, 
principally France and England. 
(England, in consultation with the 
United States, is studying a project 
along this line.) 

If the 31 courtries represented 
by the Evian-Les-Bains Internation- 
al Refugee Committee could agree 
to such a scheme for old Germany, 
the Jewish group said a similar one 
could be devised for the récently 
annexed areas.

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MAN, 75, ON TRIAL 
FOR-FATAL SHOUTING 


Testimony Begins—Killing Fol- 
lowed Quarrel in 
Barber Shop. 


—_— 


Testimony began this afternoon 
in the trial of Frank Havenatti, 75- 
year-old odd-jobs man, who shot 
and killed James Z. Campbell, aft- 
er a quarrel in a barber shop at 
1509 Olive street, last Dec. 18. Camp- 
bell was 63. 

Defense Attorney John L. Sulli- 
van, in his statement to the jury in 
Circuit Judge William B. Flynn's 
court, declared the shooting was “a 
very unfortunate occurrence,” and 


indicated Havenatti would plead ac- 
eidental discharge of his revolver 
in defense of the charge, second-de- 
gree murder. n 

The first prosecution witness, 
William N. Diehl, praprietor of the 
barber shop, told of the quarrel 
which led to the shooting. He said 
Campbell, whom he had known for 
25 years, entered the shop about 7 
p. m. and went to the rear to get 
a shoe shine. He was followed into 
the shop a few minutes later by 
Havenatti, who sat in one of the 
barber chairs, the witness said. 

As Campbell started to leave the 
place, Diehl continued, he stopped 
and asked Havenatti about his 
health. Diehl quoted the defendant 
as saying, “I don’t feel very well. 
I think I am going to die.” 

“Campbell then said, ‘I think you 
are going to die next week’,” Diehl 
said. 

The witness said the men er- 
changed other remarks, with Camp- 
bell repeating his prophecy as to 
Havenatti’s death. To demonstrate 
Havenatti’s reaction, the witness 
jumped from the witness chair. He 
declared Havenatti shouted, “You 
can’t talk that way to me.” 

The men exchanged blows and 
Havenatti pulled a revolver 
wrapped in rags from his pocket. 
Diehl said he then stepped between 
the men and pushed Havenatti 
through the doorway. As he was 
closing the door, he testified, Hav- 
enatti fired the revolver. 

Diehl said Havenatti walked 
back into the shop and asked 
Campbell if he was hurt, but left 
the place again before police ar-

WIFE TELLS OF RUSE 


She Testifies Abduction-Torture 
Case Defendants Had Fake 
Warrant. 


By the Associated Press. 
OLYMPIA, Wash., Nov. 17.— The 
State summoned more witnesses to- 


day to testify against Dr. Kent W. 
Berry and three co-defendants ac- 
cused of kidnaping and torturing 
Irving Baker, former Coast Guard 
lieutenant. | 

Yesterday Mrs. Suzanne Baker, 
wife of the complaining witness, 
was called to the stand to describe 
how her husband was removed 
from his home through a ruse only 
to return several hours later badly 
beaten. 

Mrs. Baker testified that William 
McAloon and Robert H. Smith, two 
of the defendants, forced Baker to 
leave with them after displaying a 
faked warrant for his arrest. Mc- 
Aloon, she said, held a pistol at 
Baker’s back while both men 
pinned Baker’s arms to his side, 
then drove away with him. : 

Mrs. Baker broke into tears as 
she described her husband’s con- 
dition when he returned home. “He 
was covered with blood,” she said, 
“blood matted his hair. The whole 
side of his face was swollen and 
bloody, his mouth was swollen, his 
ear cut and he could hardly walk.” 

A short time before, Mrs. Smith, 
wife of the defendant Smith, testi- 
fied her husband left home with 
Berry the evening of Aug. 19, tell- 
ing her he was going to examine a 
bird dog the physician told him he 
contemplated buying. 

Throughout yesterday a parade of 
witnesses described the kidnaping 
they said was planned in minute 
detail weeks ahead in revenge for 
what Berry told them was an as- 
sault on his wife by Baker as the 
culmination of a Fourth of July 


party. 

Leo Currie of Montesano testified 
Berry even represented in advance 
his wife would confront Baker and 
witness the beating and torture, al- 
though apparently she did not. 

Currie and three other Montesano 
residents said they refused to take 
part in the plot. 

Prosecutor Smith Troy, in his 
opening statement said Berry 
whipped Baker with a belt when 
Baker was securely tied, tortured 
him with pliers and finally threat- 
ened him with mutilation, which his 
accused accomplices prevented, 

Raymond Lougheed testified Dr. 
Berry told him of plans for an at- 
tack on er, and threatened 
Lougheed death if the plans 
were disclosed.

Noted Writers and Others

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Six Cath- 
olic dignitaries on a nation-wide 
radio broadcast last night voiced 
what their master of ceremonies, | 
the Rev. Maurice Sheehy of Wash- 
ington, said was “firm indignation 
against the atrocities visited upon 
the Jews in Germany.” 

Other speakers were Alfred E. 
Smith, Papal Chamberlain and for- 
mer Governor of New York; Arch- 
bishop John J. Mitty of San Fran- 
cisco; Bishop Peter L. Ireton of 
Richmond, speaking from Balti- 


more; Bishop John Mark Gannon 
of Erie, Pa., from Cleveland; and 
Mgr. Joseph Corrigan, rector of 
Catholic University; from Wash- 
ington. 

Former Gov. Smith asked if Ger- 
many had become intellectually 
barren, if its people desired to set 
back the clock to the dark ages, 
if its authorities had no care for 
world opinion. 

“If this is possible,” he said, 
“then all we can say is that Ger- 
many has fallen from her position 
in the family of nations into the 
hands of a band of ruffians.” 


Commends President's Stand. 


President Roosevelt, Smith added, 
spoke for the whole nation Tuesday 
when he voiced amazement over 
developments in Germany. 

Archbishop Mitty said that “we 
are not beyond outbursts of vio- 
lence and persecution in our own 
land, ... Let us honestly search 
our own hearts and if we find this 
evil thing there, do our best... 
to root it out of our being.” 

Catholics sympathize with Ger- 
man Jews, the Archbishop said, 
because for more than two years 
our fellow Catholies have suffered 
a parallel crucifixion in Spain.” 
Very little of that “monstrous 
story” has been written, he charged, 
because “somebody muzzled the 
correspondents.” 

Monsignor Corrigan said, “the 
world should not forget nor cease 
to protest with earnest sincerity 
and growing vigor until it 
cleansed of the poisonous cancer 
even now gnawing at the very vi- 
tals of organized society and just 
government.” 

He appealed to all Christians “to 
send up a holocaust of prayer for 
those oppressed in Germany and 
in other parts of the world.” 

Bishop Ireton said individual pro- 
tests would not change the issue, 
“but the combined condemnation

Events Under Dictatorship. 
Observing the appearance of “a 
connected series of violent, cruel 
hates which modern dictators in- 
flict without mercy or shame on 
their helpless victims,” Bishop Gan- 
non said: ; 

“Tn our are of life, this horrible 
spector of persecution broke out 
first of all with the advent of 
Lenin of Russia and his bloody per- 
secution of the 100,000,000 faithful 
of the Greek Orthodox church of 
Russia and many others who pro- 
fessed a faith in Gold.” 

The “horrible thing” then spread 
to Mexico, Spain and Germany, he 
added. 

Protests from ther sources con- 
tinued to pile up as the Catholic 
leaders spoke. Augustus G. Miller, 
chairman of the German-American 
group of the National League of 
American Citizens of Foreign 
Descent, appealed to more than 400 
German-American organizations to 
unite in opposing Nazi attacks 
on minorities. 

William W. Hinckley, chairman of 
the American Youth Conference, 
seconded the demands for an of- 
ficial boycott of German goods and 
recall of the Ambassador. 

Thirty-five of the nation’s best- 
known writers, including the Nobel 
prize winner, Pearl Buck, also tele- 
graphed President Roosevelt to re- 
quest a boyedtt. Signers included 
Paul de Kruif, Edna Ferber, 
Eugene O'Neill, Dorothy Parker, 
John Steinbeck, Dorothy Thomp- 
son and Thornton Wilder.

Mary,” you say that “German scientists 
discovered in 1907 that the disease can 
be spread by apparently healthy persons 
whose bodies contain the deadly bac- 
teria.” 

I believe honor should be given where 
honor is due. The discovery of the ty- 
phoid carrier was made by Horton-Smith 
of England in 1900, seven years before 
the German work which was cited. It 
is true that, during the outbreak of ty- 
phoid fever in Southwest Germany, the 
great value of this discovery was clearly 
demonstrated by men working under the 
direction of Robert Koch. To the En- 
glish must go the credit which you have 
‘wrongly given to the Germans. 

Credit for discovering “Typhoid Mary” 
and stopping her death-dealing cooking 
is due to George A. Soper, Ph. D., a con- 
sulting engineer. Soper's discovery was 
made in 1907, and Mary was put in the 
Detention Hospital on March 19, 1907, so 
that it does not seem possible that the 
German work done in 1907 could have in- 
fluenced the New York authorities.

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DIAGNOSIS: This is an intricate case, and difficult to explain en- 
tirely in our brief apc.
